~Schedule H4 discloses 8 disbursement({s) with the mique identifier J62M
which is categorized as a fundmising expenze(s); however, 8 Schedule H2
has not been filed to disclose the allocation ratio. All cononittess are
remquired to allocate the direct costs of each fundraising event in which the
committee collects both federal and non-federal funds. The costs are
allocated according to the funds received ratio and reported on Schedule
H2. 11 CFR §§106.5(f) and 106.56(d). Please file a Schedule H2 1o disclose
the ratio for the fundraising event(s).

—Schedule B of your teport discloses earmarked contributione. If the
cottribution passed through your committes's accound, sach must be

_ ftemized on the receipt and sxpenditure schedules, regardiess of the amount.
For disclosure purposes, the name and mailing address for each comtnibutor
must be provided, and where the comiribution exceeds $200, the individual's
occupation and name of emplayer must alsa be itemized. Pleage amend
your eport accordingly. 11 CFR §110.6(cKI)(¥)

-Piease be advized that for esch earmarked coninbution forwerded in the
form of the contributor's check, the information required by 11 CFR
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§110.6{c 1 )ivXA) throagh (C) should be disclosed as 8 memo schedule.
For future reporting, please provide a memo schedule that includes the date
the contribution wes received by your committes and the exact date the
earmarked contribution was forwarded to the recipient candidaie.

-11 CFR §105.2 states that any political committee which .. supports gnly
candidates for nomination for election or election to the Senate of the
United States...” shall file its reponts with the Sceretary of the Senats
(emphesiz added). The reports filed by your committes during the 1993-
1996 election cycle show contributions being made to candidates for the
11.8. House of Repreaentatives and other nop-U.S, Senate reciptents, m
addition 10 candidates for the 1.5, Senate. Therefore, it appears that yoar
conumittes must bepin filing reports directly with the Federal Election
Commission and discontinue filing with the Secretary of the Senate.

~Your report includes computer produced formats of Schedules A and D
Computer produced formats may only be used upon prior approval of the
Commission. You should submit a separate sample format with a cover
letter requesting epproval. Until your format has been approved, FEC
forms must be used. 11 CFR §104.2(d)

problem(s) should be filed with the Federal Election Commission within fifteen (15} days
of the date of this letter.
